Document 1 describes the invention of a system that comprises a main AV device and a parent 
machine disposed in a living room and a secondary AV device and a child machine disposed in a 
bathroom; the aforesaid parent machine sends video and audio signals to the child machine wirelessly, 
and the aforesaid child machine sends remote control operation signals to the parent machine 
wirelessly. Also, a television having a plurality of separately controllable tuners in order to have a 
television capable of recording a program in the background is well known. 

Using a well-known television having a pluraUty of tuners in the main AV device of document 1 
woxild be easy. The subject matter of claims 1-3 in the present application does not involve an 
inventive step based on the invention described in document 1 and well-known art. 

Document 2 pertains to selection of analog and digital video and audio signals. [It says] an 
analog broadcast signal is converted to a digital signal by an NTSC decoder 25 and an audio A/D 28, 
and then the digital input signal is selected by a switch 43. The subject matter of claims 4 and 5 in the 
present application does not involve an inventive step based on the invention described in documents 1 
and 2 and well-known art.
